AS A DEFENSE 
FOR GERMANY. 


Berlin, February 6.—(By Wireless to 
London. )—Berlin new spapers today 
point out that the new war zone declar- 
ation not only will serve as Germany's 
defense, but also will “liberate neu- 
tral powers from the tryranny of Great 
Britain, which is threatening interna- 
tional law with sovereign contempt.” 

“The declaration does not encroach 
on the international liberty of the high 
seas," says The Tages Zeitung,’ but is 
confined to enemy coast waters, while 
Great Britain some time ago declared 
the whole of the North sea in the war 
zone, recklessly injuring neutral ship- 
ping. The declaration of the British 
cOasSt waters aS a war zone is not a 
blockade. Therefore, it {s warfare not 
bound by the rules. of international law 
on blockades. Germany has systemat- 
ically prepared and organized means 
for a submarine trade war, and has 
om _ iach te the encircling of Great Brit- 
alin.

Within a few minutes after 10 
v'clock, the hour set for Saturday's 
meeting, the assembly hall of the Car- 
negie Library was filled to overflow- 
ing. Women stood in the corridors 
anxious to hear what was taking place 
in the hall and on the face of each 
one Intense interest and enthusiasm 
was written. When the corridors filled 
up, Mrs. Walker, acting as temporary 
chairmnman of the meeting, suggested. 
that the meeting proceed with the elec- 
tion of officers and then adjourn to the 
auditorium of the Congregationalist 
church on Carnegie way. 

Big Crowd Present. 


Even while the elections were ve-.ng 
held more women arrived. Some came 
in automobiles; some walked trom dis- 
tant parts of the city, and every car 
stopping near the library building un- 
loaded from three to five passengers. 
Without a doubt, the meeting was the 
most representative of Atlanta's wom- 
anhood ever held, and, judging from 
the interest and the spirit of determina- 
tion evinced, there is no dowbt but that 
the campaign will be pushed speedily 
and that the object sought for will be 
soon realized. 

Once installed in the church audito- 
rium, the meeting resolved itself into 
an open discussion of the urgent needs 
of the school svetem. tlLeadersa in the 
movement made it plain at the outset 
that the meeting was not called in the 
interest of any political movement, and 
it was suggested that the speakers 
confine their discussions to school im- 
provements, and not to a criticism of 
any systein. it was also made plain 
that it will not be the aim of the cam- 
paign to attempt to dictate to the city 
officials by what method monev will 
be raised for schoo) improvements, but 
that the women affiliated with the 
movement will support any scheme of 
financing the schools which proves to 
be of the best interest to the city and 
the school system. 

“Our schoo) system is in need of vaat 
improvements,” said Mrs. Walker. 
“For instance, there are 6,000 children 
in double sessions, half attending school 
four hours in the morning and the other 
half attending four hours in the after- 
noon. The standard is five’ hours. 
Therefore, the children in the double 
sessions are losing an hour and a half 
because there are no seats in the school 
to accommodate them. 


Sanitary Conditions Bad. 


“In some of the schools sanitary con- 
ditions are bad,"’ continued Mrs. 
Walker. “The rooms are dirty and 
poorly equipped. This is a condition 
of affairs which must be remedied. 

“There will be .1,800 children pro- 
moted in June to the high schools, 
About 600 will have to be turned awav 
because there are no facilities for seat- 
ing them.”

“Editor Constitution: Before our county 
commissioners' commit themselves and the 
county of Fulton to the geonvict cages, even 
on @ smal! scalé, I trust they will consider 
this reasonable protest, which I believe rep- 
resents the true and deep instinct of the 
people of this community. 

‘The idea of a cage of iron on wheels for 
human beings is repugnant to the finer ma- 
tures of southern white people.
